The commission is expe@ted to/| 
consider this motion at Jefferson 
City tomorrow, along with one 
filed by the city yesterday request- 
ing suspension of the effective 
date of the fare increases. The 
city asked that time be allowed 
for oral argument on the rehear- 
ing motion. Past experience has 
indicated that the most likely ac- 
tion of the commission would be 
denial of both motions. 

Unless the commission should 
agree to defer the effective date 
pending argument on the rehear- 
ing application, the higher fare 
will go into effect at 12:01 a.m.

IN COPPER FOR ‘NEW LOOK’ 
60 ON SALE TOMORROW 


ALE of transit fare tokens 
S with a “new look” will begin 

tomorrow, as Public Service 
Co, prepares to put the 12-cent 
or three - tokens - for - 35- cents 
fare into effect Monday—but 
they will use the same old 
metal discs that have been in 
and out of service for the last 
30 years. Bus and streetcar 
operators will be prepared to 
sell them tomorrow and Sun- 
day. 

The company cug° 2,000,000 
tokens out of its vaults two 
months ago and, at a cost of 
sevéral thousand dollars, had 
them dipped in copper to cover 
the silvery surface which re- 
sembled tokens used in other 
cities. They bear no denomina- 
tion but say “good for one 
fare” and each has a “U” cut 
otit in the center. That is for 
this company’s predecessor, 
United Railways. Some of them 
carry the name of the late 
Rolla Wells, receiver of United 
Railways when tokens were 
first employed in 1919.

Chief of Police Reese G. Dob- 
son of Belleville said he had re- 
ceived “100 per cent co-operation” 
from military authorities in ef- 
forts to hold down the rising fig- 
ures of crimes committed by 
service men. But, he said, he 
would welcome the “immediate 
and thorough investigation” of the 
situation sought yesterday by Rep- 
resentative Melvin Price (Dem.), 
East St. Louis, in a letter to Maj. 
Gen. Hugh J. Knerr, Inspector 
General of the Air Force. 

“Most Air Force soldiers who 
get into trouble here do so be- 
cause they do not have the right 
kind of diversion off the base,” 
Dobson said. “I find that much 
of the soldier crime can be traced 
to too much drinking in roadside 
taverns where closing hours are 
violated and bartenders serve mi- 
nors without question.” 

Cites Age of Violators. 

Dobson pointed out that most 
of the soldiers arrested were un- 
der 21 years of age. He said if 
sale of liquor to minors could be 
stopped, the amount of crime at- 
tributed to soldiers would drop 
considerably. A recent survey at 
Scott Air Force Base showed the 
average age of service men in 
training there. was .18.6..years. 

“The young soldier gets to en- 
joying himself with liquor and 
tavern women. Before he realizes 
it, he has overstayed his leave. 
Then he decides to stay away 
from the base, since he is AWOL 
anyway, and in order to continue 
his good time he turns to 
burglary, or some related crime, 
as a means of keeping himself 
away from his military job.” 

Chief Dobson said the co-opera- 
tion now existing between civilian 
and military authorities is of re- 
cent development. It began to im- 
prove after the election to office 
last April of Mayor H. V. Calhoun, 
who heads.an administration re- 
placing one which tolerated gam- 
bling and attendant vices. 

“One of the first situations I 
corrected after taking over the 
police department was one which 
prevented members of the military 
police from checking on soldiers 
in taverns. I learned that some 
tavern owners, resenting ‘interfer- 
ence’ with their customers by MPs, 
had prevailed on the previous ad- 
ministration to seek curtailment 
of military police activity. 

Changes Orders. 

“As a result of a conference be- 
tween city authorities and Air 
Force officers, orders were’ issued 
that MPs could enter Belleville 
taverns only in pursuit of law 
violators or by specific command. 
I had that order countermanded 
in a hurry and now MPs make 
regular nightly tavern checks and 
send back to the base men who 
have imbibed too much. Why, one 
MP is worth four civilian officers 
in dealing with service men.” 

For the three months prior to 
May 1, 112 arrests were made by 
Belleville police, Dobson § said. 
Twenty-nine, or 26 per cent, were 
soldiers. The total arrests from 
May 1 to Aug. 1 jumped to 294, 
with the number of soldiers in- 
creasing to 82, or 28 per cent of 
the total. :

Her physicians said her blood 
pressure had not dropped and that 
her chances of recovery were bet- 
ter than they had at first believed. 
They emphasized, however, that 
her condition was still extremely 
critical, X-rays would not be taken 
until later today or possibly to- 
morrow, they said.

WHOLESALE PRICE 
INDEX INCREASES 
SLIGHTLY IN WEEK 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (UP)— 
The Department of Labor re- 
ported today average wholesale 
prices increased one-tenth of 1 per 
cent last week. 

The department said almost all 
prices, except grains, were higher 
at the wholesale level last week. 
It added, however, that as of last 
Tuesday, average wholesole prices 
were one-tenth of 1 per cent below 
early July and a full 10 per cent 
below early August 1948. 

The wholesale index on Aug. 9 
stood at 152.7 per cent of the 1926 
average. The department uses 
1926 as a base year in computing 
its index and the average for that 
equals 100.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP) 
~The Senate Foreign Relations 
and Armed Services Committee 
voted 13 to 12 today to ask Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur to return fron 
Japan for a report to Congress. 


Senators who attended a closed 
session of the two committees 


j said the vote followed a long and 


angry debate. It was reported an 
effort might be made to get the 
committees. to reconsider the 
action. 

President Truman said yester- 
day he would order MacArthur's 
return if the General himself re- 
quested it. MacArthur said in 
Tokyo today he does not want to 
return now. 

Two Democrats—Byrd of Vir- 
ginia and Russell of Georgia— 
were said to have joined 11 Re- 
publicans in supporting the move 
to summon MacArthur as a wit- 
ness on the Administration’s for- 
eign arms aid bill. 

One Senator said the Repub- 
licans backing MacArthur’s return 
were: Vandenberg of Michigan; 
Wiley, Wisconsin; Smith, New Jer- 
sey; Hickenlooper, Iowa; Lodge, 


Massachusetts; Bridges, New

MacArthur Says He Is Needed in 
Tokyo; Views Known. 

TOKYO, Aug. 12 (AP) — Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur today declined 
to return to Washington to testify 
on the foreign arms aid bill. 

The occypation commander in a 
statement, gave these two main 
reasons: 

1. He is needed in Tokyo “dur- 
ing this moment of critical 
events in the Far East, 

2. The testimony wanted from 
him concerns China, “which has 
never been within the area of 
My command responsibility.” 

On top of that, MacArthur said 
that “my specific views with 
respect to the strategic potentiali- 
ties of the area embracing my Far 
East command are fully on file 
with the Department of the 
Army.”

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HOME RULE OVER 
STATE OFFIGES IN 
CITY PROPOSED 
BY FREEHOLDER 


Board Urged by Pearcy 
to Seek Statutory Revi- 
sion on Elective Jobs 
— Other Recommenda- 
tions to Board. 


The St. Louis Board of Free- 
holders was urged to seek a 
greater measure of home rule 
over certain statutory offices of 


the city government in a resolu- 
tion offered at yesterday's meet- 
ing of the board by Claude O. 
Pearcy, a freeholder. 

The resolution would pledge the 
board to seek a change in those 
state statutes which now provide 
for or require the election of any 
county or township officer. Pearcy 
would seek an exemption from 
such statutes in favor of any 
cities that are adopting their own 
charters under the Constitution. 

As examples of such officers, 
Pearcy cited the collector of reve- 
nue, treasurer, license collector, 
recorder of deeds and sheriff. He 
might have added to the list the 
public administrator, circuit at- 
torney, prosecuting attorney, coro- 
ner and the clerk of the circuit 
court, the circuit court for crimi- 
nal causes and the court of crimi- 
nal correction. 

Compensation Fixed by State. 

All of these are elective state 
officers whose compensation is 
fixed by state statute although 
paid by the city. Their functions 
are confined to the city but their 
anomalous independence of the 
city government has produced 
budgetary, administrative and per- 
sonnel problems of various de- 
grees. 

State legislators elected from 
the city and any officer whose 
district extends beyond the city 
boundaries would be excepted 
from Pearcy’s proposed legislative 
changes. Incumbents of the of- 
fices affected by the proposed 
change would continue to serve 
out their terms under prevailing 
conditions, the change from state 
to city status taking effect only 
after adoption of the charter and 
expiration of present officehold- 
ers’ terms, 

Pearcy’s resolution made no ref- 
erence to the manner: of selecting 
the new officers. They might be 
elected or appointed by the May- 
or. The latter course would be in 
line with a “strong Mayor”’-coun- 
cil form of city government which 
the board has gone on record as 
favoring. ‘The resolution was re- 
ferred to a committee for action. 

Curb on Estimate Board. 

Another proposal offered by 
Pearcy would eliminate the power 
of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment over appropriation 
measures. Under present proced- 
ure, any appropriation bill must 
first receive the approval of this 
board before it can be adopted 
by the Board of Aldermen. The 
latter can reject the measure and 
reduce its amount but it cannot 
increase it. 

“It is my thought to make the 
Board of Aldermen a real legisla- 
tive body,” Pearcy commented to 
reporters. 

The permit granting powers of 
the Board of Public Service would 
be delegated to any one of its 
members selected by the board, 
under a third proposal by Pearcy. 
As matters stand, every permit 
must come before the entire board. 
No permit-granted by any mem- 
ber would become effective, how- 
ever, until approved by the board, 
under Pearcy’s proposal. 

A proposal to guard against 
racial, religious or politica] dis- 
crimination in the employment or 
promotion of persons in the classi- 
fied service of the city Was also 
advanced by Pearcy. Under it, no 
applicant or employe could be 
questioned on his race, color, poli- 
tics or religious opinions or af- 
filiations. 

Initiative on Public Works. 

Pearcy further proposed some 
changes in the power of the Board 
of Public Service.in order to make 
possible the adoption of public 
works ordinance by the initiative 
process. At present no ordinance 
for public works or improvements 
of any kind can be adopted by the 
Board of Aldermen unless it has 
the prior approval of the Board 
of Public Service. That power 
would be continued in the board 
as to ordinances proposed in the 
regular manner. 

However, if such an ordinance 
were introduced by initiative pe- 
titions, it would be submitted to 
the board for approval. If approval 
was not granted, the ordinance 
would still have to be submitted 
to the voters. The effect of the 
proposal would be to give the 
voters and not the Public Service 
Board final authority to approve 
or disapprove the ordinance. 

A proposal by John I. Rollings, 
* a freeholder, would require all city 
contracts for works involving la- 
bor to contain provisions that 
prevailing rates of pay shall be ob- 
served as to both skilled and un- 
skilled workers. 

Cut in Firemen’s Hours. 

A second proposal by Rollings 
would fix the hours of duty for 
city firemen at the present 67.2 
hours a week, except in emer- 
gencies, but would require the 
hours to be reduced at an even 
rate each year for five years after 
adoption of the charter until the 
weekly total was not more than 
48 hours.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (UP)— 
A portrait of President Truman 
which hangs in the office of his 
military aide, Maj. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan of St. Louis, was com- 
missioned by a Chicago perfume 
maker who is said to have also 
paid for a deep-freeze unit sent 
to Vaughan. 

The perfume maker is David A. 
Bennett, president of Albert Ver- 
ley & Co. a firm for which 
Vaughan’s friend John Maragon, 
former Kansas City bootblack, 
once worked. Maragon is a friend 
of “five percenter” James V. Hunt 
who is under investigation by a 
Senate committee looking into the 
Washington “influence industry.” 
The story of the portrait goes 


back to 1945. Bennett commis- 
sioned Gar] Bohnen, an artist who 
then lived in St. Paul, Minn., to 
paint it. Bohnen did so—depicting 
President Truman as wearing a 
striped necktie. The portrait was 
delivered about a year after it 
was commissioned. It was re- 
turned, however, with a note that 
only a polka dot tie would do. 

Bohnen, now in Los Angeles, 
said the stripes were converted 
into polka dots and the picture 
re-delivered. This time the por- 
trait was accepted. (News stories 
at the time said it was a gift to 
Truman). It now hangs in 
Vaughan’s White House office. 

Bohnen refused to say how much 
he got for the job.

16 Fatalities Reported in 
City and County — 
Wood River Man Dies

The number of poliomyelitis 
cases in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county reached 203 today when 
eight new cases were. reported. 
There have been 16 deaths. 

Robert Schien, a Wood River 
steel worker, with a wife and two 
children, died of the disease last 
night at St. Anthony’s Infirmary, 
Alton. Schien, who was taken to 
the hospital Tuesday, was 29 years 
old, 

The new city patients are all 
boys. Their ages and addresses 
are: Eight years old, 1508 South 
Twelfth street; 5, 6006 Leona ave- 
nue; 3, 3527 Bingham avenue; 8, 
1416A Temple place, and 10 
months 3837 Kennerly avenue, 

Among county residents the new 
cases are a 6-year-old boy living in 
Lemay; a girl, 3 Kirkwood, and a 
boy, 7 months, Wellston. 

There have been 157 cases and 
12 deaths from the disease report- 
ed in St. Louis so far this year, 
and 46 cases and four deaths in 
St. Louis county. 

Six new poliomyelitis patients 
have been admitted to St. Mary’s 
Hospital, East St. Louis, bringing 
the total received at the hospital 
since June 1 to 111.

Tone of eee Over 70-Year Murder 
Sentence Encourages Parent in Fight

Dr. Robert C. Rutledge Jr.’s fa- 
ther, an optometrist of .Houston, 
Tex., has received scores of let- 
ters from residents of St. Louis 
and Cedar Rapids, Ia., expressing 
resentment over the 70-year prison 
sentence imposed on his son, he 
said today. 


Some of the letters contained 
checks for small amounts to help 
finance an appeal to the Iowa 
Supreme Court, the elder Rut- 
ledge told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter by telephone. 

“It’s just too wonderful to con- 
template, but if this keeps up we 
may yet have enough money to 
pay for the appeal and to get Bob 
out of prison on bond in the 
meantime,” he said. 


Letters Pouring In. 

“I just returned home Wednes- 
day and I’m still dazed by the 
letters that are pouring in. It 
makes us realize we are not alone 
in this fight to free Bob. I think 
it’s particularly significant that so: 
many people are writing from 
Cedar Rapids, where Bob was 
tried and sentenced.” 

The St. Louis pediatrician’s 
father said he was happy to learn 
of the start of several drives here 
to raise funds for an appeal. The 
elder Rutledge estimated costs of 
an appeal, including attorney’s 
fees, would be about $10,000. 

He said he had not heard from 


the Iowa prison at Fort Madison 

Monday to begin his 70-year sen- 

tence for the murder of Byron C.

This 
document, for which so far no cne 
has desired to assume paternity, 
has been prominently referred to 
in the press, and has been read 
into the record of this hearing.

At that time there was consider- 
able doubt as to whether the con- 
tracts would ever be fully vaili- 
dated.” 

“It is a matter of public knowl- 
edge” Symington testified “that in 
1947 the Consolidated-Vultee Air- 
craft Corp. held contracts for 100 
B-36 bombers. There was some 
doubt as to the wisdom of com- 
pleting these contracts. There are 
always*some doubt about any new 
airplane. As example, many people 
in the Air Force recommended the 


cancellation of the B-29 prior to | 


this airplane’s unprecedented suc- 
cess. 

“If there is implication, how- 
ever, that such doubts were un- 
usual, that inference is untrue.” 

Emerson Investigation. 

Charge: “During April, May and 
June 1948 an official investigation 
was begun of the wartime aircraft 
turret contracts of Emerson Elec- 
tric Co., of St. Louis, a firm for- 
merly headed by Mr. Symington. 

“These aircraft turrets were un- 
satisfactory, and the contracts 
contained a clause providing that 
defects be corrected without’ cost 
to the Government. Col. Frank 
Wolfe of Wright Field went to St. 
Louis and renegotiated those con- 
tracts without loss to the com- 
pany.” 

“The truth,” Symington testi- 
fied, “is I severed all connections 
with the Emerson Electric Co., 
when I entered Government serv- 
ice in 1945, and I fail to see any 
connection between this company 
and the B-36 program. 

“Although I have no personal 


“This curious anonymous, docu- 
ment was apparently given a fair- 
ly wide circulation in Washington. 
There were some remarkable ex- 
clusions from the circulation: list, 
however. I was excluded, though 
much of the document relates to 
me. All Air Force officers were 
excluded, though nearly all of it 
relates to the Air Force. Indeed 
we are forced to the conclusion 
that those who put this document 
together intentionally kept it out 
of our hands until it had done its 
insidious work of poisoning minds 
against one of the armed services, 
and causing decent citizens to be 
sincerely troubled. 

Result of Patient Research. 

“The committee will notice that 
the document is unsigned. Not 
only is the individual author not 
disclosed, but also the organiza- 
tion which employs him, and the 
cause which he serves, are not 
indicated. 

“This anonymous document 
gives the impression of being the 


| result of long, patient days, weeks, 


even months of r@earch and 
compilation. The press has been 
combed. Small items have beén 
taken out of the trade publica- 
tions of the aviation industry, 
Items have been collected which 
could have been discovered only 
by the most minute _ research, 
some of it within the walls of the 
national military establishment 
itself. 

“Back in what we think of as 
the evil days of flagrant political 
corruption, the circulation of scur- 
rilous and anonymous attacks was 
common practice. Those dirt 
sheets of their time were pre- 
pared by pamphleteers whom a 
person in political life would hire 
for the sordid business of charac- 
ter assassination. The pam- 
phiets would circulate among the 
coffee houses of London-for the 
interest and possible pleasure of 
their patrons. : 

“I for one thought that this 
business died a century or two 
ago. I have never known a sin- 
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circulation on Capitol Hill. 

“It would be pointless for me 
to answer all the various charges 
and innuendoes made against me 
and against the Air Force in this 
document. In essence they were 
repeated and placed in the Con- 
gressional Record on May 26, 
1949; and these I have already an- 
swered in detail.” 

Symington Defends Johnson. 

Symington came to the defense 
also of his superior, Defense Sec- 
retary Louis Johnson, who is to 
testify Jater. Johnson was direc- 
tor and counsel for the Consoli- 
dated-Vulte Aircraft Corp., before 


becoming secretary. 


Symington said the anonymous 
pamphleteers tried to give an im- 
pression that Johnson and Sym- 
ington had pushed the B-36 pro- 
gram although Johnson’s predeces- 
sor as Defense Secretary, the late 
James Forrestal, had opposed 
further purchases. Symington as- 
serted that before Forrestal re- 
signed he had approved in writ- 
ing and forwarded to President 
Truman every request for funds 
from the Air Force. 

In a cryptic passage which pos- 
sibly was aimed at some other 
government department, Syming- 
ton said: 

“Apparently, the authors of this 
curious pamphlet do not have the 
same type of pipeline into’ the 
White House that they have into 
certain other organs of govern- 
ment.” 

Symington continued: 

“It is with some hesitation that 
I have dealt with this curious 
anonymous document at this 
length. The mere process of de- 
nial can give it unmerited impor- 
tance. I have no doubt that the 
cowardly men who produced this 
pamphlet are now taking pleasure 
in the fact that one of the great 
policy-making committees of the 
national legislature is spending its 
time listening to this refutation. 
Yet most of those charges heve 
now been dignified by insertion in 
the Congressional Record; and s0 
they had to be answered. 

Security Endangered. 

“This document has hurt the 
Air Force—and therefore the se- 
curity of the United States. I do 
not wish to minimize that fact. 

“In a public career resvice dedi- 
cated to duty-honor-country, this 
sort of thing undermines the 
the spiritual foundation of its 
being. It attacks thé self-respect 
which has always had to take the 
place of more material rewards. 
It leads to doubt as to whether 
the armed services offer a carrer 
attractive to men of ability and 
integrity. It tends to put a prem- 
ium upon safe inaction rather 
than courageous action, upon 
keeping everybody happy rather 
than serving the national interest. 

“And the timing of this attack 
upon up could not have been more 
ingeniously arranged if there had 
been a deliberate plan to weaken 
the Air Force position with regard 
to the fiscal year 1950 budget now 
in Congress; and the fiscal year 
1951 budget now in preperation 
within the National Military 
Establishment. It caught us at 
the period of absoulte Maximum 
work load on our top people. 

“If your committee, Mr. Chair- 
man, can stop this type of attack, 
while at the same time keeping 
open the door for healthy con- 
structive criticism, and maintain- 
ing proper congressional control 
over the armed forces, it will have 
performed, in my judgment, a 
great national service. 

“An effort has been made to 
show that the Air Force, and I 
personnally, have done wrong in 
the purchose of the B-36. It is not 
true.” 

Gen. Vandenberg testified: 

“First, there is only one military, 
threat to the security of the United 
States and ‘to the peace of the 
world. iIt.is pointless to talk in 
riddles: this threat comes from 
the Soviet Union. 

“Second, in dealings with the 
Soviet Union the normal interna- 
tional’ processes of negotiation, 
agreement and adherence to the 


pledged word have not succeeded |, 


in creating world stability. 
“Third, under current realities 
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of world economic and military 
power, the current aggressive 
thrust of the Soviet Union can be 
contained only by the active par- 
ticipation of the United States 
with the other nations of the 
western world. y 


“Fourth, the United States with 
atomic bombs in significant quan- 
tity, plus the means of delivering 
them, can check the aggressive 
designs of Soviet leaders who rec- 
ognize no restraint other than 
force. It is deplorable that we 
should have to think in these terms 
with the harrowing experience of 
a world war still fresh in our 
minds. But at least that experi- 
ence taught us one lesson: the 
pnly war a nation can really win 
is the one that never starts. When 
reason, good will, and the accom- 
modation of competing national 
interests give assurance of keep- 
ing the peace, the maintenance of 
deterrent forces will be unneces- 
sary. Until that day comes; the 
striking power of atomic weapons 
in the hands of this country is a 
prerequisite of national and world 
security. 

“Other governments and peo- 
ples around the world have made 
it clear that they consider their 
own security dependent primarily 
on the strength of the United

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VATICAN NAMES 
2 CZECH BISHOPS: 
NEW ROW LIKELY 


Government Not Expect- 
ed to Approve Priests 
Who Backed Beran’s 
Persecution Charge. 


PRAGUE, Aug. 12 (AP) — The 
Vatican has appointed two new 
bishops in Slovakia in an action 
which may cause a new clash be- 
tween church and state here, it 
was disclosed today. 

The new appointees are Msgr. 
Ambrosius Lazik, who has been 
serving as apostolic administrator 
of Trnava, and Msgr. Robert Po- 
bozny, who has been capitular 
vicar of Roznava. 

They are to be consecrated next 
Sunday. Both have expressed 
their loyalty to the nation’s 
primate, Archbishop Josef Beran, 
by signing his last pastoral letter. 
The letter, issued June 26, accused 
the Czechoslovak Government of 
persecuting the church and at- 
tempting to crush religious Jiber- 
ty. 
This pastoral letter has been 
denounced by the Government as 
a “subversive and anti-state docu- 
ment” and it was hardly likely 
that any priests who signed it 
would be acceptable to the Gov- 
ernment. 

The possibility of a new state- 
church clash over these appoint- 
ments arises out of the unofficial 
agreement which has existed be- 
tween the Czech Government and 
the Vatican since before the last 
war. Under this, the state main- 
tains the right to reject or ap- 
prove any candidate for bishop 
proposed by the Vatican. 

However, the Vatican diploma- 
tic representative here claimed 
this issue had been circumvented. 
He said that the two new Slova- 
kian bishops were not named 
bishops in residence but merely 
titular bishops. He claimed that 
by this process prior approval of 
the Government was not required. 

Asked whether he thought the 
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Government would be satisfied 
with this ar nt, the Vatican 
representative said this remained 
to be seen but he felt certain the 
church was legally right in the 
matter. No comment was avail- 
able from Government sources 
and the controlled Czech press 
and radio had made no mention 
of the new church appointments. 

Under a church control bill com- 
ing up for parliamentary action 
this fall the Czech Government de- 
mands not only prior approval— 
on political grounds—of archbish- 
ops and bishops but of all church 
appointments, including village 
priests.

Temporary permits have been 
issued to all operators pending 
hearings by the commission, 
scheduled to-start in about three 
weeks, Frank A. Hough, down- 
state liquor control supervisor, 
told the Post-Dispatch. 

In the 93-county downstate area 
under Hough's supervision, 1573 
licenses out of a total of 7282, or 
about 19 per cent, have been held 
up pending hearings, on the basis 
of reports from state’s attorneys, 
commission investigators and oth- 
ers. State’s attorneys and other 
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there were a considerable number. 

St. Clair county taverns on 
which license renewals were re- 
fused totaled 79, or 11.2 per cent 
of 702 previously licensed estab- 
lishments. Of the 79, five refusals 
Were based on reports of convic- 
tions by State’s Attorney Richard 
T. Carter, the rest on the basis 
of gambling reported by commis- 
sion agents. Slot machines were 
reported by agents in 17 places, 
miscellaneous gambling in 657 
others.

Worse Than Airplane Hucksters 


. Chinese Fundamentals 


The most discouraging aspect of the China 
debate is that Republicans in Washington act 
as if it were a simple matter of favoring what 
the Democrats oppose. To them, that seems 
reason enough for pouring more money down 
the rat-hole. If they do look a little farther, it 
is only to come up with the argument that if 
the Communists are against Chiang Kai-shek, 
the United States ought to be for him. 

Secretary of State Acheson’s White Paper 
points out the futility of further aid. It docu- 
ments the old story of waste, corruption and 
faithlessness. It should confirm the Administra- 
tion in its present policy of “waiting until the 
dust settles.” 

The time thus gained should be used for a 
eareful study of the fundamentals of the prob- 
lem. During the war the United States rushed to 
the support of a regime which was supposed to 
be fighting the Japanese, and it found itself 
fruitlessly aligned with a government more in- 
terested in suppressing a revolt against its own 
misrule. Now that the war is over, should the 
United States pit itself. against that revolt— 
even though the Russians may entertain some 
hope of capitalizing it? 

The first question is whether a Communist- 
dominated China really would’ be a valuable 
ally to the Russians. Merion J. Levy Jr. of 
Princeton, a man who has first-hand knowledge, 
strongly argues that China would be a liability 
rather than an asset in case of war—unless 
China were industrialized. Without industries 
and with a growing population, China is preoc- 
cupied with internal problems, chiefly that of 
keeping body and soul together. It needs much 
more help than it can possibly give. And Russia 
believes in exploiting satellites, not helping them. 

A modernized China would be another story. 
Industrialization, however, is impossible with- 
out fundamental changes in the social structure 
of an ancient nation. The Chinese simply do not 
do business as do Westerners. Chinese customs 
and education perpetuate attitudes which pro- 
duce war lords rather than industrialists. Ob- 
viously, these are not easily overcome. . 

It is highly doubtful whether the Russians 
are interested in the task—or equal to it. Their 
Chinese Communist friends had a relatively easy 
time of it before they began taking over the big 
seaport cities. In rural areas they could take 
advantage of the peasants’ deep grievances. They 
could introduce limited reforms. But now they 
take on the problems which have broken so 
many other Chinese governments. 

Should the United States let events take their 
course? Or should this country, which alone has 
the necessary capital, try to industrialize China? 
Should it do so under the regime now coming 
into power, or should it wait for another? Mr. 
Levy feels that the new Chinese leaders will 
turn to the West for help, and that it might be 
wise for Washington to extend this help. 

This country, however, would have to take a 
direct hand in the Chinese government to keep 
it out of the Russian orbit. He believes this could 
be done by insisting on increasingly honest ad- 
ministration, respect for civil rights, a rising 
standard of living, and free access of American 
information and propaganda to all Chinese. He 
believes we can “convince the Chinese by dem- 
onstration of the superiority of our system.” 

Attention must be given to these basic ques- 
tions in Washington lest the United States be- 
come involved in some new scheme foredoomed 
to failure. Just now, President Quirino of the 
Philippines has come from Chang Kai-shek to 


President Truman with a proposal for a Pacific - 


Pact. This despite the warning of India’s Pre- 
mier Nehru that the Orient is not yet ready for 
such an agreement. It is imperative that the 
United States should take only correct action in 
the Far East. And that calls, first of all, fog 
a regard for fundamentals. 
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No Nonsense for Cain 
Senator Cain of Washington is building him- 
self quite a reputation as a man who isn’t going 
to tolerate nonsense in the field of housing. He 
fought the public housing bill and was one of 
the Cain-Bricker twins who tried to add an anti- 
segregation amendment to kill it. Now a pro- 


. posal is before Congress to lend federal money 


to middle-income housing co-operatives at 4 per 
cent, and the Senator is against that, too. He 
objected that it would put the Government into 
the mortgage banking business. 

One thing in all this help to housing, however, 
the Washington statesman has not declared him- 
self against. He hasn’t condemned the FHA 
scheme under which the Government guarantees 
the security of private mortgages for a nominal 
insurance fee. It is all wrong, to the Senator’s 
subtle way of thinking, for the Government to 
lend money and earn the difference between 4 
per cent and the lower rate at which the Treas- 
ury borrows money. But it is all right for the 
Government to shoulder all the risks and losses 
of private mortgage bankers and still leave them 
all the profits. 

Here is a man who plainly has the interests of 
the people at heart. The real estate people.

Should one suburb be allowed to tax con- 
sumers of water in other suburbs? This has been 
taking place in St. Louis county, but the State 
Public Service Commission has called a halt. 

Twenty incorporated places levy license taxes 
or franchise fees, usually at arate of 2 or 5 
per cent, on St. Louis County Water Co. sales 
within their borders. But all these taxes have 
heretofore been charged against the company’s 
entire system, covering 66 incorporated places 
and some unincorporated territory. The effect 
was to shift part of the burden from tax-levying 
communities to communities with no license tax. 

Finding this to be unfair, the commission has 
ordered the company to drop its ‘system-wide 
rates and to adopt. new rates reflecting the 
actual tax in each community. Thus, consumers 
in University City, where the tax is 5 per cent, 
will pay slightly higher rates than those in Clay- 
ton, where the levy is 2 per cent, etc. 


than a week away, the paper has been asked to 
“do something” about the anti-American 
speeches which have marked the campaign. But 
what can be done before the polls open Sunday 
morning? 

Perhaps the order never should have been is- 
sued. The chances are that it will only provide 
more ammunition for the politicians who are 
critical of the Military Government. Certainly, 
such interference—which Kurt Schumacher, the 
Socialist leader, calls a “governess complex”—is 
not a very good lesson in democracy. Having 
tried to make sure that the various German po- 
litical parties are genuinely representative and 
that none of them is a Nazi organization under 
new colors, the Military Government might well 
have conducted itself more as an observer of 
developing German political life than as a par- 
ticipant, even an indirect participant. 

Military Government authorities, however, 
found it impossible to resist giving the “breaks” 
to the Christian Democrats in the American 
Zone. Naturally, this was resented by the other 
parties. But the Christian Democrats do not 
seem to be very grateful, Maybe they feel they 
have to make more or less anti-American 
speeches to overcome the charge that they are 
the pets of the occupation authorities. 

It is too bad that the American authorities, 
good as their intentions may have been, did not 
realize that they were building up resentment. 
This should have been made apparent to them 
by the sharp decline in the circulation of Die 
Neue Zeitung, once by far the most popular 
newspaper in all Germany. The experience 
shows that democracy cannot be imposed. In- 
fluence must be brought to bear in more subtle 
ways if it is to be effective. 

This should be remembered after Sunday’s 
voting gives some idea of the shape of the new 
German regime. There should be opportunity 
enough to swing this government solidly into 
the orbit of the Western nations. 


That, however, will call for genuine under- 
standing and a generous handling of real griev- 
ances rather than edicts against anti-American 
speeches. It would be easier had Die Neue Zei- 
tung not been asked to take a last-minute hand 
in the electioneering. 
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Immunity for Vaughan? 
President Truman’s press conference comment 
about his friend, Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, 
comes close to being his most surprising remark 
in his years at the White House. 


After saying that his opinion of Vaughan had 
not been changed by the testimony brought out 
in the Senate committee investigation of 5 per 
cent “influence” sellers, Mr. Truman, according 
to the Associated Press, asserted: 

that, in any event, the Secretary of the 

Army has no authority to relieve Vaughan 

from duty as he did two other Major Gen- 

erals involved in the 5 per cent investiga- 
tions. 

The effect of this is to say that Vaughan is 
safe from disciplinary action by Secretary John- 
son, regardless of what the presidential aid may 
have done. It is to say that Vaughan enjoys 
an immunity which is denied other Army of- 
ficers. , 

Can it be that this is the impression which 
Harry Truman wishes to convey to the American 
people who so recently voted to trust him in the 
presidency in his own right? If it is, then he is 
due to learn something. Whatever Secretary 
Johnson’s authority, we do not believe that the 
great body of citizens will allow Vaughan to 
escape the accountability they would demand of 
others in the country’s uniform. 

Harry Vaughan may be a friend of the Presi- 
dent. That does not make him sacrosanct. On 
the contrary, that friendship makes him all the 
more an example in the public eye. 
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Words from November 
One day before the election last year, Adlai 
RB. Stevenson and Ivan A. Elliott issued a joint 
statement in behalf of their candidacies for Gov- 
ernor and Attorney General, respectively, of 
Illinois, They said: 

We will never evade or frustrate law en- 
forcement involving state officials—let the 
chips fall where they may. We would deem

Missouri is an interesting laboratory in 
which to perform a post mortem on any 
election. 


Probably no other state has a better 
cross section of the country’s stresses and 
strains, interest and minority groups, ten- 
sions and problems. Northern and South- 
ern sectionalism, farmer-labor pressures, 
urbanism and ruralism—all are represent- 
ed. There is a balance between Catholic 
and Protestant fac- 
tions and a_ close 
equilibrium between 
Republican and Dem- 
ocratic voters. The 
agricultural and in- 
dustrial interests off- 
set each other, and 
the Negro vote is 
strong enough to be 
politically powerful. 
The counties in the 
cotton - lowlands of a 
the Boot Heel are as Harry S. Truman 
Democratic as Southern Louisiana while 
a cluster of counties bordering Iowa vote 
as Republican as does central Nebraska. 

The nine counties of Little Dixie in cen- 
tral and northeastern Missouri have sup- 
ported every Democratic presidential can- 
didate ,since 1872. On the other hand, the 
people in the central and western Ozarks 
are rock-ribbed Republicans. ‘ 
Picking Winners Since 1904 

Missouri has become one of the best 
political barometers in the nation. Since 
1904 the state has favored the winning 
candidate in every presidential election. 
Furthermore, in the three elections of 1936, 
1940 and 1944, the popular vote for Frank- 


lin Roosevelt was within eight-tenths of 
1 per cent of the national percentage vote. 


The trend toward Republican control 
of agricultural areas outside the South was 
reflected in the election returns of Mis- 
souri. In 1932 the Republicans carried only 
seven out of the 115 counties. But in 1044 
they were victorious in 72 counties. In ad- 
dition, many of the counties which went 
Republican in 1936, 1940 and 1944 had pre- 
viously been noted for their sensitivity in 
mirroring the voting pattern of the nation. 
Between 1904 and 1936, 26 counties either 
voted for the winning presidential candi- 
date or failed to do so on only one occa-

responsibilities as the state’s foremost citi- 
zen by praising the scenery of Missouri 
and bragging about its products. He almost 
made the Missouri Waltz the battle hymn 
of the Republic.

Yet the future 
was viewed with apprehension in light of 
declining agricultural prices. The Demo- 
cratic party seemed to offer more assur- 
ance for continued farm support than did 
the Republican party.

Furthermore, farm co-operatives, which 
are strong in Missouri, had been under fire 
in the Republican-controlled Eightieth Con- 
gress. In fact Representative Ploeser, a 
Republican from St. Louis, went so far as

these attacks alienated many farm votes. 


Finally, the labor vote was impressive. 
Organized labor had been incensed by the 
Taft-Hartley law and the passage of the 
King-Thompson and Madison Acts. 


Labor groups worked hard for the Tru- 
man ticket and their efforts paid big divi- 
dends. In St. Louis Mr. Truman polled an 
even larger percentage of the vote than 
did Mr, Roosevelt in 1944. The strength of 
the Democratic party was evident in all 
urban centers. In 26 counties in which 
there were more than 10,000 votes cast, the 
Republican party carried only four. Of 
the 42 counties the Republicans won, 20 
were in areas in which there were fewer 
than 5000 votes.

The Cjtizens Committee for the 
Hoover Report claims that rec- 
ommendations already put into 
effect will permit annual savings 
of $1,250,000,000. This is based on 
a billion dollars saved by the 
armed services and $250,000,000 in 
the general services bill.

But most of the recommenda- 
tions are still to be considered. 
The seven plans now before Con- 
gress embody only 15 of the 87 
steps that can be taken in this 
way.

AL SHEAN DIES; GALLAGHER’S 
PARTNER IN VAUDEVILLE ACT 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12 (AP) — 
Al Shean of the famous vaude- 
ville act of Gallagher and Shean 
died today. He was 81 years old. 

Shean was born in Dornum, 
Germany, in 1868. He came to 
this country as a child. He start- 
ed as an usher in the old Fourth 
Avenue Theater, and before long 
was in vaudeville. .

BARKLEY DISCUSSES. 
ELS FESO 


Says Nation Should Con- 
tinue Separation of 
Church and State. 


PARIS, Ky. Aug. 12 (AP)— 

Vice President Barkley, speaking 
here last night, advocated a nation 
devoted to the continued protec- 
tion of church and state separa- 
tion. 
He talked briefly on the subject 
that became an issue in an ex- 
change recently between Cardinal 
Spellman and Mrs. Franklin D- 
Roosvelt. 

In an address before 2000 dele- 
gates to a lay retreat of the Chris- 
tian Church at its founding home, 
the Cane Ridge meeting house, 
Barkley said the freedom of wor- 
ship comes first in the purposes 
of a democratic form of govern- 
ment. 

Congress has no right, he said, 
to make a law affecting the insti- 
tutions of religion. It is the duty 
of the Government and its people, 
he added, to create an atmosphere 
in which such a course can be 
followed. 

The Vice President made no 
mention of federal aid to parochial 
schools, the issue which stirred 
the exchange between Cardinal 
Spellman and Mrs. Roosevelt. 

The problems of the world com- 
ing out of the last war, he said, 
can be met oniy by a “regenera- 
tion of the souls of men” through 
religion. He seid that in spite of 
all developments that make such 
a prospect seem dim, he believed 
“the people are learning their 
tragic lesson.” 

“Men under the right influence 
will accept moral law,” he said.

Bill Would Restore 24 

Institutions Cut From 
‘ Building Program in 
Truman Budget. 


A bill to restore the officially 
authorized size of the new St. 
Louis Veterans’ Hospital, in Van- 
deventer place, to the originally 
projected 1000 beds, was intro- 
duced into the House of Repre- 
sentatives at Washington today 
by Representative John E. Ran- 
kin (Dem.), of Mississippi. The 
project was reduced by President 
Truman to 500 beds. 

Rankin’s bill would restore to 
their original projected size the 
proposed 1250-bed neuro-psychia- 
tric hospitals in Pittsburgh and 
Cleveland, cut by the President in 
his budget proposals to 1000 beds 
each; 1200-bed general hospital at 
Pittsburgh, cut to 750 beds; 1000- 
bed hospitals in Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Chicago, Syracuse, 
N.Y., and Oklahoma City, cut to 
500 beds each; proposed 750-bed 
hospitals at Washington, Atlanta, 
Cincinnati and Louisville, cut to 
500 each; and the Kansas City 
hospital for 495 general medical 
and 250 tuberculosis beds, re- 
duced to 500 for tuberculosis. 

The Rankin bill would direct the 
Veterans’ Administration also to 
go ahead with 24 hospitals which 
were stricken from the building 
program in the President’s budget- 
trimming last Januafy. These 
projects were: 

Neuropsychiatric hospitals, 1000 
beds each, at Gainesville, Fia., 
Memphis, Toledo and Houston; a 
1000-bed rehabilitation hospital in 
New York City; 921-bed neuro- 
psychiatric hospital at Salisbury, 
N.C.; 750-bed neuropsychiatric hos- 
pital at Norman, Okla.

Hot Days at Farm, 
But Work Goes On

barns, August seems to have brought an end 

to the showery weather and followed it with 

@ long, unbroken succession of sunny days. 

Threshing crews 

are busy in the 

fields, completing a 

task which should 

have been finished 

several weeks ago. 

We'll miss the 

round of threshing 

this year, unless 

someone asks us to 

lend a hand, for 

the small acreage 

which we had in 

grain was harvest- 

ed with the com- 

bine and, except 

for the oats saved 

for feed, will soon 

go to the mill. No 

less than a week’s work for Perry, Buddy and 

myself was saved here, which we have put in to 

good advantage at other tasks around the farm. 

In the same way, by having the hay baled, we 

managed to load more thane2000 bales into the 

barn in record time and without getting any of 

it wet. Now we're looking out over the brown 

and closely mown hayfields, hoping .that the 

threshing will soon be over so we can pray for 

rain in earnest. Until it comes there will be lit- 

tle fall growth on the pastures, nor can the 
ground be fitted for fall seedings. 
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THE WEEK brought a big event: the arrival 
of our first calf sired by ECF Super Return and 
out of one of the good Hereford heifers which 
we secured from Otho Sutton last autumn. It is 
a fine bull calf; straight of back, short in the 
legs and perfectly marked. The little fellow is 
only three days old, yet the quality is there for 
anyone to see and would be a lesson, if we 
needed one, of the value of good blood lines on 
both sides of the family. There are five more of 
the same strain still to come this autumn and 
we'll look forward to each arrival. As a matter 
of fact, it isn’t easy to get a look at the new calf. 
His mammy feeds him early, before the sun is 
hot, then tucks him away safely in some shaded 
spot and goes to graze with the rest of the herd. 
Often, in such a case, it is only necessary to ap- 
proach: the mother cow to have her go worrying 
away to make sure her off-spring is safe. But 
this young mother seems to sense that there’s 
nothing to worry about and refuses to stop her 
grazing until time for another feeding.

YOUNG BUDDY and I had to resort to subter- 
fuge to find the calf when it was two days old. 
We even took along Mike and Chipper, which is 
enough to send our less tame cows scurrying to 
their calves on the far side of a pasture. This 
time it didn’t work, because the cow showed only 
a mild curiosity about the dogs. Finally Buddy 
bawled like a calf. That seemed to worry her, 
so we tried it again. She couldn’t make out just 
where this sound was coming from and finally 
started out across the field in a bee-line, with a 
dozen fat heifers following her. Knowing she'd 
head straight for the calf we followed along, and 
soon found the little fellow curled snugly in the 
long grass beside an old rail fence. But Mama 
and I have been back twice since ‘then, and on 
neither occasion have we been able to get the 
cow to reveal the calf’s hiding place.

OVER ON the other side of the farm there is 
trouble. Lately we separated the cows and their 
calves—20 of them, all told—from the rest of the 
herd and placed them in a separate pasture, We 
found to our dismay that there were several 


cases of pinkeye, a summer disease which is the 
dread of the Ozark cattleman. Little seems 
known about the causes of this trouble, altiough 
we've heard many theories. Last year we were 
entirely free from it; this year we have it in al- 
most epidemic form. Some say it comes from a 
vitamin B deficiency, others that certain animals 
are especially susceptible and contract it from 
eye irritation when certain plant pollens are at 
their peak. It seems to be contagious, though 
many. animals escape it entirely. Recommended 
treatments, once the disease has started, are 
vague. We are using one of the sulfa drugs. 
Two heifers and one small calf are, for the time 
being, almost entirely blind; a pathetic condition, 
since this makes it almost impossible to drive 
them in from the pastures for doctoring. Yet 
they must be brought in to the loading pens 
every other day, cut out and run into the stanch- 
ion where they can be treated. And this must 
be done in early morning while it is still cool 
enough to move the cattle without danger. Do 
you blame us for smiling when friends tell us 
they’re interested in grass farming and a herd of 
beef cattle because the combination involves so 
little work or trouble?

Take-Off on Clara Bow 

HERE is some amusing satire on the old silent films 
: and some sprightly song and dance numbers to enliven 

“YOU'RE MY EVERYTHING” at the ST. LOUIS THE- 
ATER, to make it a cut above the usual Technicolor musical 

a 7 on the lives and domestic troubles of show- 
\ folks. 
We can give you the essence of the 
plot in one line. Clara Bow marries Fred 
Astaire and they have Shirley Temple for a 
daughter. The producers, 20th Century-Fox, 
have made no secret of the fact that Anne 
Baxter, as the wife in this tale of a movie 
couple, is wong a take-off on Clara Bow in her heyhey-day, 
and that the little daughter, played by a newcomer, Shari 
Robinson, is aping Miss Temple. The Fred Astaire handle 
for Dan Dailey’s part of the hoofer father is just something 
we picked out of the air, as he could be almost any successful 
musical comedy dancer. 

A couple of black and white movie scenes of the 1924-28 
era, showing Miss Baxter’s rise to a box-office sensation star 
as a flaming flapper type called the “Hotcha Girl,” are in- 
cluded. The jerkiness and flamboyant acting is just enough 
exaggerated to be funny without being outright burlesque. 
Miss Baxter, as a sweet girl of good Boston family propelled 
into the Hollywood scene by accident, sports a Clara Bow bob, 
chews gum, ogles and swishes her hips, dances the Charleston 
and the shimmy and is devastatingly coy. It would be a 
poisonous satire if it weren’t also exceedingly good-humored. 


Ten-year-old Shari actually does the “Good Ship Lollypop” 
song in a candy-box setting that Miss Temple did as a child 
in. “Bright Eyes” back in 1934, and performs the same stair- 
case dance, with Dailey in blackface doubling for Bill Robin- 
son, I’m afraid the child doesn’t have the unspoiled charm 
of Shirley, however. She’s precious and artificial enough to 
be quite nauseating at times, although I don’t think the 
satire was intended to go that far. 

Dailey himself does some good honest hoofing numbers 
in which his ebullience is allowed full play, and doesn’t 
Gepend on spectacle for support. The best of these are a 
fast “Chattanooga Choo-Choo,” treatment with two nimble 
Negroes, the Berry brothers, and a stylish version of “I May 
Be Wrong” in a night-club setting. 


We notice that, though movie producers may be lampooned 
unmercifully in stage comedies, they, strangely enough, always 
get a break in movies, even in satires like this, and are 
shown as fine, fatherly, big-hearted and dignified gentlemen. 
The thought also strikes us that some day back-stage and 
back-movie lot musicals like these may also be satirized. 
including the endings like this one where the child brings 
her angry parents together again. But I’m also sure a long 
time will have to elapse before Hollywood, which takes itself 
very seriously, will see anything funny about its present 
efforts, even as only just now it is beginning to take a good 
look at its silent screen efforts. 


Fitzgerald's Jazz Age 
Another and more serious exploration into the 1920's is 
taken in “THE GREAT GATSBY,” at the MISSOURL It is 
from the novel by F. Scott Fitzgerald, chronicler of the Jazz 
Age, and follows it pretty closely. But whereas Fitzgerald 
was an honest and simple reporter of his 
generation, the movie gives itself a general 
air of pretentiousness by seeing the era as 
a sort of separate phenomenon, in which jazz, 
bootleg liquor, frantic scrambling for easy 
wealth on the stock market, were symbols of 
@ moral decadence peculiar to the times. 
Gatsby, who has made a fortune at boot- 
legging and worships money, attempts to crash the Long 
Island set and win back his old girl, now married to a 
wealthy polo player. When his light of love drives an imported 
car too fast, kills her husband’s mistress by accident and 
then flees the scene, Gatsby’s inner nobility comes to the 
surface, he takes the rap, and is shot full of holes in his 
palatial swimming pool by the enraged husband of the dead 
girl. Thus shown up, the Long Island cads reform and resolve 
to lead better lives. , 
It is fairly well done for a time, with Alan Ladd making . 
@ sincere attempt at acting as Gatsby, Betty Field doing 
excellent work as the girl Gatsby has set his heart on, and 
a competent supporting cast in Macdonald Carey, Ruth Hussey, 
Barry Sullivan, Howard Da Silva and Shelley Winters. But 
it loses what realism it has in its ending. In place of dramatic 
teriseness, we get a hollow ring. It attempts to draw too 
pat conclusions, to pigeon-hole its characters too slickly. Any- 
way, I think this discussion of the ’20s as a “jazz-age” has been 
grossly overdone. At the time it. may have seemed to idealists 
like Fitzgerald that the world was going to pieces. In ret- 
rggpect, it’s hard to see much difference. The women’s 
fashions and the liquor have greatly improved since then, 
abd investors are: much more cautious in the stock market, 
but I think people, morals and standards are pretty much 
the same. ‘ 
"The co-feature, “BRIDE OF VENGEANCE,” romanticizes 
the plots of the sixteenth century rulers of Rome, the Borgias, 
to take over Italy, particularly the Duchy of Ferrara. Para- 
mount made it in Italy, with Macdonald Carey as Cesare 
Borgia, Paulette Goddard, with her eye-brows raised to a 45- 
degree climb, as Lucretia Borgia, and John Lund as the Duke 
of Ferrara. It's successful only as a way of using up blocked 
funds; dramatically, it’s so inept it's almost ludicrous. The 
players themselves don’t seem to be able to take it too 
seriously, especially the part about Lucretia being a good 
girl tricked into treachery and wielding the old poisoned cup 
by her dastardly brother. ;

So Says U.S. Woman Official of German Men — She's Pretty Hot About It

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12. 


Mrs. Holt is “senior education 

” in the “education and 

cultural relations division” of the 
Office of Military Government. 

She is an “instructor and au- 
thority in art history,” according 
to the “Information Bulletin.” 

She “arrived in Berlin in 1946 
with her husband and family” and 
apparently soon thereafter “be- 
came active in voluntary work 
with German women,” the “Bulle- 
tin” says. 

“Appalled by their underprivi- 
leged status, she and other inter- 
ested American women called the 
matter to the attention of Military 
Government officials.” 

Mrs. Holt has been calling this 
matter to people’s attention ever 
since, it appears from her article. 

American occupation officials 
are already doing something to 
help German women win what 
Mrs. Holt thinks are their due 
rights, she reports, but they must 
do more. 

German women must travel and 
see how women in other countries 
fight for their rights, Mrs. Holt 
thinks. Public opinion in the Reich 
must be educated on this subject, 
She further declares—apparently 
meaning female as well as male 
public opinion. 

“Traditionally, German society 
has been dominated by an em- 
phasis on the masculine,” Mrs. 
Holt writes, “and although one 
hears today that the era of kinder, 
kirche, kueche—children, church

and kitchen—has passed, in real- 
ity change is slow. 

“Within the German home, boys 
are still privileged; they are 
served and receive special care 
and attention.

“They must study only practical 
sciences in school, for equal train- 
ing and work opportunities are 
not provided them. 

“And as grown women today, 
representation in proportion to the 
labor they are performing is 
granted them neither in public 
affairs nor in councils.”

“Policy in the United States 
zone has been to get in touch 
with women’s organizations and 
leading personalities and learn 
their programs and needs,” Mrs. 
Holt writes. 

“Locally, contact has been made 
with liaison and security officers 
who have welcomed the oppor- 
tunity of obtaining information 
and assistance, and have co-oper- 
ated in initiating programs. 
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director of the Phoenix News 
Bureau, discussed with profes- 
sional women and women’s 
organizations methods of improv- 
ing news coverage to create more 
favorable public opinion. ... 


“While there is still considerable 
apathy among German women to- 
ward community participation, the 
women’s affairs program has done 
much to arouse them and show 
them techniques for securing their 
needs by co-operative, organized 
effort and pressure on loca] Gov- 
ernment officials.” 

However, all these good works 
produce only relatively 
results, Mrs. Holt seems to think. 

In particular, even some of the 
German women themselves still 
appear not to cherish their sex’s 
rights as fiercely as Mrs. Holt 
thinks they might.

Any misgivings that may have 
been felt were, laid when last 
year’s fair was held, for it was a 
complete success, making a firm 
foundation for this year’s second 
annual and the other annuals that 
are to follow. So this year’s fair 
was announced with a heigh+ho 
and the invitation to come to the 
fair was answered from nearly 
every state in the Union, as the 
automobile license plates testified.
